| Bar Association Takes Step for Re- 
lief in First Division Especially. 
—Would Aid All Alaska. 





At a meeting of the Juneau Bar 
association a committee was ap- 
pointed to draft a bill which will be 
presented to Congress providing 
| for the appointment cf another 
judge for the bench of Alaska, with 
headquarters in Juneau. Another 
committee was appointed to secure 
the necessary data showing the 
great amount of legal and court 
work in the First Division and 
other information which might 
assist in securing the passage of 
the bill. 

A judge Can be secured from the 
Circuit Court of Appeals to come 
to Juneau and assist in clearing the 
docket. The clerk of the court is 
only required to make an affidavit 
as to the congested state of the 
docket and forward it to the cheif 
justice of the circuit court. In 
that event one of the associate jus- 
tices will be sent north. As that 
method will only afford tem- 
porary relief, itis tbe consensus of 
opinion of the members of the Bar 
Association that a permanent judge 
should be appointed, to be station- 
ed at Juneau and to be subject to 
call tromany district in the Terri- 
tory.
